THE NEW HEAD OF THE VET- 
ERANS’ BUREAU. 

Brig. Gen. Franx T,’ HiIngss, whom 
President Harptna has chosen to suc- 
ceed Colonel Forszs as Director of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, was one of the 
“finds’’ of the war. Like General 
Harsorp, he proved to be a human 
dynamo for energy when put to the 
test. The army is usually short of 
executives. West Point does not turn 
them out in quantity. The Military 
Academy teaches young men ‘to do 
things in a certain way, to subordinate 
themselves, to wait for orders, to 
carry out. the ideas of superiors. 
Harsorp and Hinges were both natives 
of the untraditional and breezy West, 
of Kansas and Utah. They were not 
handicapped by pipeclay. Singularly, 
both were graduates of agricultural 
colleges. The Civil War showed that 
farmers are often born to command. 
GRANT was a countryman.  NaTHAN 
Baprorp Fokrsst, who had a genius 
for war, sprang into fame from the 
back country. 

When the United States entered the 
World War Frank TxHomas HINES 
was 88 and a Captain in the regular 
establishment. He had enlisted for 
the Spanish War, seen service in the 
Philippines, and it was not until July, 
1901, that ‘he won his commission as 
Second Lieutenant. Slowly he climbed 
to a captaincy. His prospects of ad- 
vancement were those of seniority 
until hustlers and men who could as- 


‘sume responsibility were wanted in 


1917. Then Captain Huinss, alert, 
four hours a, day and forget the day 
of the week, forged rapidly to the 
front. In Southern Europe when the 
United States entered the war, he was 
made Chief of Staff of the Embarka- 
tion Service on Aug. 4, 1917, a detail 
perhaps not congenial to an officer 
who had distinguished himself in 
twenty-two engageménts in the Philip- 
pines. He was promoted to Chief of 
Embarkation the following January. 
In eighteen months 2,082,000 soldiers 
were sent across the Atlantic; they 
were brought back in eight months, 
and Frank T. HINES was the inspira-: 
tion and drawing power of the un- 
paralleled feat of transportation. It 
won him promotion to Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the regular army, the D. S. M. 
and many foreign decorations: 

After the war General HINzEs was 
placed in charge of all water, rail and 
other transportation of the War De- 
partment. He had shown so much 
capacity for organization that his 
name was mentioned for a place on 
the Shipping Board when Mr. Harp- 
ING became President. A steamship 
company secured his services, al- 
though he was not to reach the re- 
tirement age for twenty-one years. 
Now he goes back to Government em- 
ployment in the prime of life. Gen- 
eral Hinges will grapple with an exact- 
ing task that calls for a hard as well 
as a cool head, unfailing self-control, 
intimate knowledge of men and a 
giant’s physical strength. He will be 
obliged to reorganize the staff of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, weed out the in- 
competents, get rid’ of the political 
misfits and put everybody to work for 
the benefit of the disabled veterans of 
the war. ‘

NO OFFICIAL PROPAGANDA. 
We are loath to credit the report 
that the French Government feels it 
desirable to take steps officially in 
this country to correct misapprehen- 
sions and expose falsehoods about 
France which have gained currency in 
the United States.. Information is one 
thing, but propaganda quite another. 
Even financial.or other statistics put 
out by the French Consulate in New 
York, or the French Embassy in 
Washington, would inevitably be sus- 
pected of having been issued for an 
ulterior purpose. No doubt it is im- 
portant that the truth should be got 
before the American public. But the 
place where it should be furnished is 
not here, but in Paris or the Ruhr. 
American correspondents are eager to 
get the precise details concerning 
French policy-and the way in which 
it is being carried out, and such ma- 
terial, coming through independent 
and unofficial hands, would carry 
much more weight with the average 
reader than anything upon which he 
thought that he could see traces of 
a suspicious Government seal. 

Let the French remember how for- 
eign propaganda/in this country fared 
during the war. Almost all of it was 
judiciously left by the French and 
English to the injudicious Germans. 
We had more than enough of open 
Propaganda from Count Bsrnsrorrr, 
while the British Ambassador, Sir 
Ceci -SPRING-RICE, and Ambassador 
JUSSERAND for France were seldom in 
the public prints and were apparently 
content to let the Germans have rope 
enough to hang themselves. This they 
did effectually. ‘Yet their failure then 
in influencing American opinion as 
they desired to do has not converted 
them from the error of théir ways. 
A German professor has recently 
issued a- formidable work on. the 
‘* Lehre’ of Propaganda, in’ which 
he discusses its past and argues for 
its continuance by the old methods in 
the future. He frankly. announces its 
great aim as “ suggesting to foreign-

" DISPELLING FOGS. 

The proverb that ‘‘ a fog cannot be 
dispelled by a fan” came from Orien- 
tal imagéry in the days before the 
airplane and electricity. Occidental 
physicists are/ beginning to question 
the accuracy of this adage. It is too 
bad that Dr. Warren and Dr. Ban- 
ckorr could not have had the means 
to make the demonstration of the 
efficacy of a spreading fan of electric 
sand in dispélling the fog of ‘yester- 
day. .They are not likely to have a 
better chance for an experiment this 
side of London. Skeptics still hold the 
river front, but so they did when the 
first’ boat made its way up this same 
stream without the help of sails. The 
successes of fans of electric sand car- 
ried by the army planes on McCook 
Field in cutting clouds and causing 
their dissipation into thin air or pre- 
cipitation in rain or snow allow the 
hope that sand-spraying may also be 
used to clear harbors, brighten days 
at sunset or dawn and make the 
weather more friendly to. common 
needs. 

A few days ago it was suggested 
that New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey should try to reach an 
agreement through a joint commis- 
sion as to the just distribution and 
tse of the waters of the Delaware, 
whose channel passes through these 
three States. If the scientific rdin- 
makers should be successful even in 
a limited measure in cloud-control, 
there may arise the same need as to 
the distribution of the moisturé held 
in the clouds over these areas. That

fields invites confidence, and even 
allows the hope that the’ process in- 
vented by Mr. WARREN may also con- 
quer fog and smoke when they unite 
to. smother a city. Such a day, as 
yesterday should make the public 
eager to-help these scientists with 
their experiments in ‘‘ wearying the 
thick cloud ’’ (to quote Jos), in “scat- 
tering the bright cloud,’’ and in ‘‘ dis- 
pelling the fog with a fan.’’ 


KRUPP IN RUSSIA. 

There are numerous indications that 
the famous Treaty of Rapallo, which 
was supposed to bring Russia and Ger- 
many together, and which caused so 
much.excitement at the Genoa cenfer- 
ence last Spring, was only a false 
alarm. Dr. RaTHENAU’s assertion at 
the time that theré was no provision 
for military or political alliance has 
never been successfully controverted. 
That the Russians placed much hope 
in German assistance in the economic 
reconstruction of Russia is evident 
enough; German dreams of repairing 
the losses of the war by the exploita-

The various German industrial inter- 
ests which went into Russia after the 
conclusion of the treaty seem to have 
done poorly.

moderate ‘hopes.. This is an agricul- 
tural development on the: Don; -pro- 
moted by the Krupps, of which Mr.

But beyond this the Krurrs must pay 
all the general taxes’ which may be 
levied in Russia—a provision which 
did ‘hot enter into the contract pro- 
posed by Knagein to Sir Lestim Ur- 
QUHART, except to a very limited ex- 
tent. This alone, inthe opinidn of the 
Czech commentator, is sefere enough; 
but it must further be observed that 
at the end of twelve years the Bol- 
shevist Government has the right to 
buy out the whole enterprise at an 
agreed price, while in any event it 
becomes the property of the State at 
the end of the thirty-six-year term.

. and Better. ion. ‘Anybody’ ordi- 
narily literate, that is, on learning a 
dozen, more or less, of arbitrary sym- 
bols and contractions known to com- 
positors—or at the meaning of which 
they cam guess—will succeed in getting 
the words on a proof correctly spelled 
“and decently punctuated. But really 
good proofreaders are not many and 
those deserving to be called great 
always were and always will be few. 

For both the good and the great proof- 
readers not only must be wise in the 
niceties of typography; they also must 
be possessed of large funds of general 
information, and the ‘more scholarly 
they are the more valuable will their 
work be, both for the world of readers 
and for that of writers. People | who 
give close attention to current literature 
—the publications of the day—know that 
somé publishers do not take the trouble— 
or go to the expense—of having their 
proofs read with care and skill. Errors 
of all sort abound in books, including 
some of the most important, but nobody 
seéms to mind very much and those who 
find fault are charged with fussiness. 
As for the daily newspapers, they have 
an excuge for many slips in enforced 
speed of préparation, but in not a few 
offices there are men in the proof- 
room who do work which. considering 
the conditions, justifies the pride they 


take in it. 

F. Horace TEALL, whose death was an- 
nounced yesterday, ranked among the 
great proofreaders. He regarded him- 
self, and-was, the practitioner of a 
learned profession, and his interest in 
its exercise was of the sort that leads 
to highest efficiency. Several diction- 
aries.of note owe much of their trust- 
worthiness to his careful and erudite 
oversight of their vem cet his ‘ideal 
was nothing less than perfection.

There are such rules in every publica- 
tion office, and they are observed with 
all convenient scrupulousness, regard- 
less of whether they are sensible or ab- 
surd, defensible or even explicable. ~» 

Whether punctuation should be 
“‘ close’ or ‘‘ open” is still a question 
everywhere, but the tendency of the 
time is away from the close and toward 
the open—to use marks of punctuation 
when they help‘ the sense, and to omit 
them otherwise. Lord Tuwotuy DextTsr, 
in Kia once famous book, put all his 
punctuation marks at its end, and told 
his readera to do as they pltased in 
their distributiom That was a device 
not altogether bad.

WHICH ARE DRY STATES? 


New York’s © Record Better Than 
. Kansas and Georgia. 


To-the Editor of The New York Times: 

The West and South are prone to 
ascribe to New York lawlessness of) 
many kinds and they assert so fre 
quently that New York is wet compared 
with other States that many believe it. 
It is commonly said the country is dry 
except for a few wet spots like, New 
York and New Jersey. 

It is said that a large proportion of 
the 8,000 prohibition agents are assigned 
to New York and that some States, like 
Kansas, need little attention from Fed- 
eral agents. 

Except for those States which are not 
supposed to need Federal care, the re- 
port of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue should furnish some measure of 
wetness and dryness. The report gives 
the number of arrests and. seizures .of 
distilling paratus and of alcoholic 
beverages States. It shows that the 
number of stills and distilling apparatus 
seized in New York was less than 8 pér 
100,000 people, certainly not. very wet. 
In Kansas they selzed 39 per 100,000, 
which is dry, but ook so dry as New 
York. 

Mr. Upshaw, east of the House of 
Representatives from Georgia, seems to 
think this part of the country wet, but 
it ig not by the Georgia standard, for in 
Georgia there were seized 673 stills, &c., 
per 100,000, or 86 times as many as in
